Paris; -but is well accounted for by Boerhaave, in 
his Chymiftry, page 192. In the firft volume of the 
Medical Obfervations of London, is a remarkable 
cafe of fcorbutic ulcers, in the legs of an old cler= 
- gyman, being removed by the ufe of lime-water,
